The rebel wepoys of the right wing retired with 
remarkable steadiness and in clore order; but the 
left wing retired in great disorder, and in that 
state were charged in flank by Lieutenant Dick, 
who, under my own eyes, cut up a great number ;

wounded by a sabre cut, but notwithstanding he 
again charged the mutineers repeatedly, sustain- 
ing 1 regret to say two more severe Ww I 

1 beg leave to bring the dashing soldier-like 
conduet of this Officer to the favorable notice of 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 

My whole line then advanced, the Cavalry charg- 
ing the Rebels repeatedly on both flanke, the guns 
deing well to the front supported by Her Majesty’s 
43rd.

cond* position on a ridge, but upon our guns 
again opening with great’ precision, they again 
retreated, taking advantage of any cover the 
ground offered, and defending themselves stoutly 
in buildings, gardens, &., on the outekixts of the 
different villages.

the village with his gullant Corps, and destroyed 
the whole of the Rebels concealed there. 


The country, from three days’ incessant heavy 
rain, had become nearly impassable for Artillery, 
and that arm deserve great, credit for the rapidity 
with wheh it advanced; also thp Infantry which 
had to march through ploughed fields’ the day 
before entirely under water. 

From the number of bodies seen on the field, 1 
should estimate the loss of the enemy at between 
two and three hundred, aud 21 Rebels captured, 
Our loss, Tam happy to say, was comparatively 
small. The defeat of this rebel body was most 
complete, and will have, 1 am sure, excellent effect 
in this part of the country. 

I beg in conclusion to express my obligations 
to the following Officers, and to request that you 
will be pleased to recommend them to the favora- 
ble notice of His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief.

Brigadier Smith, Commanding the Brigade at 
Sepree, received intimation that the Fort of Powrie, 
20 miles north-west of Sepree, had been seized on 


the 4th instant, by Maun Sing, the Ex-Raja of 
Nurwar, who corrupted the garrison, most of whom 
joined him after letting him into the place. His 
force was reported to be 4,000 men, of whom 700 
were rebel sepoys, well armed with flint and per- 
cussion muskets. ; 


Very urgent applications for protection were 
made hy the Local Authoritios to Brigadier Smith, 
| as Maun Sing was on the point of seizing other 
valuable towns, and alarmmg the well-d i 
inhabitants of the district. The Brigadier, there- 
| fore, moved at once to Powrie on the 6th, but 
found it too strong to be attempted with field 
| guns, and eneamping at adixtance of 3. miles,

400. yards, 
but being interrupted by 2 party of the enemy in 
the thick jungle, the bildars ran away, and could 
not be re-assembled, ‘The mortars continued to 
play all day of the 21st, and had a sensible effect 
on the enemy's fire, which had been maintained 
with much briskness on the temple, and on all ap- 
proaches.

‘The causes of this stagnation of traffie appear 
to me to be the want of roads and consequently of 
wheeled conveyances and the continued incleme 
of' the seasons for the r portion of the 5 
which makes all communication both by land and 
water extremely difficult. 

As great natural ue well as financial difficulties 
exist, debarring for the present all thoughts of the 
construction of good roads, and us the river naviga- 
tion will be always atlected by the seasons until 
a trade has been created sufficiently remunerative | 
for the occupation of steamers and vessels, proof’ 
against the storms and strong currents which  pre- 
vail during the rains, it remains to provide a channel | 
for traffle as little afcted as possible by the difficul- | 
ties with which it is at certain times surrounded. | 

From the month of November to that of 
February, the weather is cold and bracing, fair and 
calm. ‘The plains are hard and traversable, the hill 
valleys, marshes and jungles are free from mias 
matic influences. The river is low enough to be 
deprived of strong eurrents and deep-enough to 
admit of navigation by bouts of moderate tonnage. 
This appears to be the eeason when the traders of 
the different Districts and States should assemble | 
at some central position and reciprocate produce. 
It is necessary, I think, only toappoint a date and a 
place of rendezvouz in order to secure the estab 
ment of a periodical trade which will connect, Burma

Dvnivo a seven years’ residence on this Frontier 
it has frequently struck me that although Cachar 
and the surrounding Districts and States are most, 
fertile in themselves, and productive of many of 
the articles of trade such as are conducive to the 
necessities and conveniences of life, yet that no 
regular system exists whereby this produce can he 
made generally available to the western and more 
civilized portion of the Empire. 

It is likewise appurent that although the inha- 
Ditants of this Frontier are by no means poor, yet 
they have not been introduced to the full ad- 
vantages to be derived from extensive importations 
of foreign manufactures. 

The causes of this stagnation of traffie appear 
to me to be the want of roads and consequently of 
wheeled conveyances and the continued inclemency 
of the seasons for the greater portion of the year 
which makes all communication both by land and 
water extremely difficult. 

As great natural as well as financial difficulties 
exist, debarring for the present all thoughts of the 
construction of good roads, and as the river naviga- 
tion will be always affected by the seasons until 
a trade hus been created sufficiently remunerative 
for the occupation of steamers and vessels, proof 
against the storms and strong currents which pre- 
vail during the rains, it remains to provide achamnel 
for traffic as little affected as possible by the diffieuk 
ties with which it is at cortain times surrounded. 

From the month of November to that of 
February, the weather is cold and bracing, fair and 
calm. The plains are hard and traversuble, the hills, 
valleys, marshes and jungles are free from mias- 
matic influences. ‘The river is low enough to be 
deprived of strong currents and deep enough to 
admit of navigation by boats of moderate tonnage. 
‘Thi appears to be the season when the traders of 
the different Districts and States should assemble 
at some cantral position and reciprocate produce. 
It is necessary, I think, only to appointa date and a 
place of rendezvouz in order to sveure the establish- 
ment of a periodical trade which will connect Burma 
with Dacca, and Assam with the Hills of Tipperah.

round in my rear; I sent Cuptain Nason 
with his men to stop them, which he did effectually, 
as he did every thing entrusted to him. As 
soon as Taw the Rebels in front clear off, I retired 
along the road with two Companies &4th, between 
me and the enemy when I had got. parallel with 
them ; at Captain Nuson’s request 1 sent a gun, 
one Company 84th, and half the Madras Rifles, to 
dislodye the Rebels from a village which they hud 
seized. On the approach of the gun, &e., they 
all fled, throwing away their clothes and shoes; 
knowing that a third body was working round on 
my left flank, I could not venture yet to let the 
Cavalry pursue; indeed I was told that the hody 
on the left were getting round to Doomraon ; I had 
sent a Troop of Seilh Cavalry to stop them’ some- 
time before, and they were reported to me as hav- 
ing halted, and I afterwards learned, that on the 
report of the first. gran, they went off towards Arrah, 
plundering Jewninggange on the way. 

Having hegten off the bodies in front and right, 
ind not being satisfied about that. to the left, I de- 
-‘ermined to retire ; and here Captain Nason prompt- 
cd by the spirit which carried him victorious through 
sis subsequent operations, requested my permission 
to pursue the enemy with the Cavalty ; at first I 
demurred on account of the fearful odds agai 
aim, and of my own position; but on his second 
appeal, secing his determination, I yielded to him, 
and to his dashing gullantry, ably upported by his 
bruve men, and the party of Seiks under Lieutenant 
Ryall, the success, which by God’s blessing was 
achieved, ix entirely due. His Despatch will give 
the detail of his pursuit and punishment of the Re- 
bels, but the admiration which his lea nd dash 
clicited from all who took part in his attack, [ have 
to record. 

My force consisted ofabout £5 Sabres Military 
Train, 100 Seikh Cavalry, 2 Guns Naval Brigade, 
with 40 Sailors under Captain Batt, four Companies 
S$4th, about 120 men under Major Rolleston, and 
one Company Madras Rifles under Captain Brooine, 
in all about 350men. J did not think of the small- 
ness of my force opposed to three separate bodies, 
each doubling it, when I remembered that it was 
the $4th I had with me. 

The skirmishers of the S4th, on the left, got a 
fow shots at the enemy, which were in front at 
first, but to parsue them even if advisable, was 
utterly hopeless; they can go two miles to our 
one when running away. 

Thave-great pleasure in mentioning not only 
the roailiness of all to obey orlers, but also the 
desire evincod by all to assist me in every way. 

The Rajah of Doomraon was again in the field. 

‘Mr, Garstin, the Magistrate, was also out, 

Two men Military Train, and 1 Seikh Sowar 
were wounded slightly, and 1 Seikh Horse severely.

I came up with him and 
observed he waa moving on the village of Kuscea 
in compact order, in two Divisions of about 400 
each, flanked by Cavalry, the distance between 
each Division being about 400 yards. On seeing 
my party approach, he immediately drew up his 
forces in battle array, with very marshy ground in 
his front, and the village in his rear; 1 moved 
steadily on between the two masses, my object 
being if possible to prevent his concentrating his 
force ; this he at onee noticed, and moved the Divi- 
sion nearest the village up in double time, but was 
too late; whem within 300 yards, I directed the 
Military Train to charge, supported by the Scikh 
Cavalry, which they did in a most gallant: manner 
under a heavy fire, and cut up in the apace of half 
an hour between 40 and 50 of the enemy, all 
Scpoys, with the exception of one man, who was 
found to be a Seikh. These men were well sup- 
plied with ammunition, the greater portion of 
which was ; Minniv:” finding it rather hot work, 
the enemy retired in a very confused and hurried 
manner on the village. Our Horses, from the 
heavy ground we were working upon, were com- 
pletely exhausted ; after resting them for a short 
time, I marched back to Camp. 

















Tam happy to say, my Casualties were few, not- 
withstanding the enemy fought with desperation ; 
the Military ‘Train had 2 men wounded (slightly,) 
and the 3rd Seikh Cavalry, 1 Private (slightly,) and 
1 Horse (slightly.) Ibex before closing this Des- 
patch to bring to your notice, the under-mentioned 
Offivers :-— 


Lieutenant Ryall, Commanding 3rd. Seikh Ca- 
valry, who steadily brought up his men in support 
of the Train, 


To Doctor Corbyn, of the same Corps, I am 
much indebted for his attendance on the wounded 
under a heavy fire; but more particularly to Lieute- 
nant Bodkin and Adjutant Thompson, Military 
Train, for the gallant. manner in which they -led 
their Troops to the charge.

On the Infantry coming 
up, four Companies of the lst Reyiment dashed into 
the village, headed by Ensign Roddy (whose 
Arillery fire was now no longer required ;) and 
Serjeant Sheridan, Hf. M’s 58rd Foot. Finding 
there was more opposition than was anticipated, I 
sent ina Company of the 2nd Regiment under 
Serjeant Dynan, H. M.’s 58rd Foot. An hour 
afterwards, Ensign Roddy applied for a gun to 
breach a house, from which thereawas_ yet a heavy 
fire. Colonel Williamson, (of H. H. the Raja’s 
Service) with a Company, was sent in support of 
this gun. 

5. ‘The result of these arrangements was that 
after a three hours’ contest. for every inch of 
ground, the village was in our possession, and not 
a man had escaped. At one time, the enemy 
rushed out, but Ensign Woodgate, enger to parti- 
cipate in the fight, charged a little too soon, and 
sent them back into the village, to be there shot 
down. .

J followed the route of the Cavalry with the 
Sith, some distance, but finding there was no 
chance of coming up with the enemy, I gave it up. 
‘The greater proportion hy far of those killed were 
Sepoys; and 30 percussion muskets were taken, 
besides a great number of swords. 

They seemed badly off for caps. 
killed were some mutincer Seikhs. 

The Rajah of Doomraon himself came into the

Captain Inglefeld and his fine Troop, and Lieuto- 
nant Ryall, with the Officers and Menof the 3rd 
Seikh Cavalry, took full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity given them, and acquitted themselves in | 
the most gallant manner.

I allowed them to advance 
within three quarters of # mile 8f Noorah, when 1 
divided my Cavalry into two parties, sending one to- 
wards their left, under Iessaidar Hukdad Khan, where 
they had some Cavalry drawn up; and myself taking 
the remainder of the Cavalry, and the whole of the 
Infantry, under Ensign Chalmers, (with the ¢: 
tion of a small guard left in Nooreah,) also a few Foot 
mon and Police Sowars, who accompanied Mr. Tv 
T advanced towards their right, the ground in their 
front being rice fields, knee deep in water. ‘The ene- 
my were drawn up on a road running parallel to my 
front.

them, and coming within good range at a nullah, whieh 
operated awa slight obstacle to their retroat, being 
much swollen, the Infiaitry suceceded in disposing of 
a fow of the Rebels ;erossing the atroam, which was 
running rapidly at the time, we continued to drive 
the Rebels through the ravines until we arrived at 
“Sosra, ” at, h point they re-crossed the stream, 
and made towards “ Mow Mohoni.” 

‘The Rebels here had evacuated the town previous to 
my arrival, and probably formed some of the party 
whom we had driven across the river at this point. 

On arriving at “Sosra,” I entered it and found it 
deserted by the inhabitants, the greater portion of 
whom, ae well as the leading men, are 1 understand in 
league with the Rebels.

With one 
halt only, this Column has since the 27th ultimo, made 
Jong and harassing marches, averaging 16 miles daily, 
and that in rainy weather, across ploughed and: muddy 
fields of bluck soil, and dense forests, where frequently 
there was no track whatover, through rivers Whose 
rough and stony beds: and banks severely shook, and 
otherwise injured the gun carriages, and over rocky 
mountain passes. "Great labour has been gone through, 
fatigue has been endured, most sutisfactory has 
Seon the result as experienced this morning. 

7. Most of the country we have traversed, was at 
one time under Maun Sing’s charge, and many age 
belong to him ; I have therofore had pec iliar difiie 
in obtaining information regarding Frequently 
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our march has been delayed for want of a clue to his 
movements, so that the furning out of the Column to 
proceed in purtuit of him has generally been at uneer- 
tain hours, From the day we left Powree, 1 have 
been under the deepest obligation to Captain Bolton, 
‘Assistant Quarter Muster General, Rajpootana Division. 
The duty of picking up intelligence I entirely com- 
mitted to him, and most ably has he performed it. 
Frequently during the night, when we were only too 
happy to he allowed to tale sonre rest after the day's 
fat has Captain Bolton been again and again dis. 
turbed, either to listen to the reports brought in, or to 
send out scouts. 

8. The Commissariat arrangements have been moxt 
carefully attended to by Lientenant Williams, Sub-Axsis- 
tant Commissary Generul, Rajpootana Division, Few 
who are not behind the scenes can conceive what the 
difficulties of a Commissariat Oliver's duties arein such 
fa country as we are acting in, more expecially while 
long marches are being daily made, thus affording very 
Yittle time for procuring supplies from the neighbour- 
hood.

The services of these two men have been 
invaluable. ‘They have acted as spies, and risked their 
lives in procuring information in a country where Maun 
Bing's influence is paramount, and where the vill 
wore deserted as we approached them, It is diflie 
to way, how we could have proceeded without the aid 
of thea two Havildars.
